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CRACKDOWN ON 
CASUAL LABOUR

TOUGH new laws are being used by 
Haringey Council banning undesirables 
from parts of South Tottenham. 

The council has introduced a public space pro¬ 
tection order (PSPO) in a crackdown on anti¬ 
social behaviour in the vicinity of the Wickes 
store in Seven Sisters Road - a well-known gath¬ 
ering place for labourers looking for casual work. 

The order, which came into force at the begin¬ 
ning of the month, bans anyone drinking alcohol 
in the street, obstructing others by congregating 
in groups of two or more and approaching 
passers-by for casual labour. 

It follows complaints from residents and com¬ 
muters who felt intimidated. The order extends 


to 18 surrounding residential roads and anyone 
who breaches it can be fined and prosecuted. 

The PSPO covers Kerswell Close, Victoria 
Crescent, Culvert Road, Russell Road, Elizabeth 
Road, Southey Road, Greenfield Road, Birstall 
Road, Brunswick Road, Brunswick Road Park, 
Suffield Road, Westerfield Road, Braemar Road, 
Kirkton Road, Lomond Close, Watts Close, part 
of Seaford Road, West Green Road (between 
Kirkton Road and High Road), parts of Seven 
Sisters Road and the Wickes store car park. 

The control order followed a consultation by 
the council with residents, with more than 90 per 
cent of them in favour 

PSPOs were introduced in 2014 as part of the 
Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and Policing Act. 

They allow broad powers to criminalise 
behaviour which is not normally deemed to be 


against the law, but where ASBOs were directed 
at individuals, PSPOs are defined geographi¬ 
cally, making it possible to prosecute over prede¬ 
fined activities within a mapped area. 

Anyone who breaches the order could receive 
a £100 fixed penalty notice or, for repeat/serious 
breaches, be summoned for prosecution of a 
criminal offence. 

Residents were also in favour of installing a 
gate in the alleyway between Roslyn Road and 
Southey Road, which has become a magnet for 
anti-social behaviour and dumped rubbish. 

“These new measures, which have been wel¬ 
comed by local people, will go a long way 
towards making South Tottenham a cleaner and 
safer place to live, work and visit,” said Eugene 
Ayisi, Haringey Council’s cabinet member for 
communities. 


Former steelyard is earmarked for housing development 


THE latest plan to redevelop the 
site of a former steelyard next to 
Hornsey railway station for 
housing has been lodged with 
Haringey Council. 

Developers Fairview New 
Homes have submitted a 
planning application to build 
high-rise homes on industrial 
land formerly occupied by 
LR Stewart and Sons at the 
Railway Approach end of 
Hampden Road. 

The land is adjacent to the 
railway and is bordered by the 
New River to the north. 

A previous scheme by another 
developer to build 80 homes on 
the steelyard site was rejected by 
the council in 2014 following 
residents’ objections to its scale 
and density. 


There could be renewed 
opposition to Fairview New 
Homes’ scheme, which will 
double the number of homes on 
the steelyard site and 
neighbouring land currently 
occupied by offices. 

“It wants to build 174 
new homes in blocks up to 14 
storeys tall. 

The company has released 
images of what the finished 
scheme will look like if the 
council gives planning consent. 

Jim Holliday, sales and 
marketing director for Fairview, 
said: “The cul-de-sac where the 
site is located, Railway 
Approach, looks neglected and 
unkempt and we strongly believe 
that our proposals would give a 
real lift to this area of Hornsey.”

A LIBERAL Democrat councillor had a pop at 
former colleagues after defecting to Haringey 
Council’s ruling Labour group. 

Crouch End ward councillor Sarah Elliot, 
who crossed the floor of the council chamber in 
a shock switch last week, accused the Lib Dems 
of “failing to offer a positive alternative vision 
of the future”. 

The one-time Lib Dem group leader said: “It 


has become increasingly clear to me that the 
Liberal Democrats on Haringey Council have 
been too fast to talk our area down and too slow 
to put together an alternative sensible, strategic 
and relevant policy platform for local people.” 

The current Lib Dem leader Gail Engert 
claimed the decision to leave a “united, positive 
party for an acrimonious Labour Party” would 
strike many people “rather odd”.

Woman gets life for 
murder of partner 

A WOMAN has been jailed for life for the 
murder of her partner at the flat they shared 
above a Spurs-themed pub in Tottenham. 

Gyuldzhan Hadzhieva, 38, was sentenced 
at Wood Green Crown Court on Monday 
having been convicted by a jury on Friday of 
the fatal stabbing of Shenol Erol Ali, a 
32-year-old Bulgarian national, above the 
Bill Nicholson in Northumberland Park on 
February 3. 

Police were called at 11.30pm by the 
London Ambulance Service to reports of an 
injured man and woman at a residential 
address. The man - later identified as 
Shenol - was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Hadzhieva had also suffered multiple 
injuries and was taken to hospital. 

Detectives discovered that the hallway 
leading to the room where the couple lived 
was covered by CCTV. Footage showed that 
no one else had entered the room at the time 
of the attack. It was suggested that Shenol 
had been planning on leaving Hadzhieva. 

Hadzhieva’s condition improved and she 
was arrested on February 8. 

She stayed in hospital for a further 11 days 
before being taken into custody. She claimed 
Shenol had attacked her and refused to admit 
she had stabbed him, even in self-defence, 
pleading not guilty to the murder charge.

THE sale of a historic council-owned 
building has been blasted as “cavalier” 
after it was bought as a private home. 

The Front Lodge, in Trent Park, 
fetched £687,500 after Enfield Council 
put it on the market. 

The lodge which dates from the late 
1890s, was built in the Tudor Revival 
style. It was originally a gatehouse to 
the main mansion and is listed. 

Cockfosters ward councillor Jason 
Charalambous, founder of group cam¬ 
paigning for a museum to be estab¬ 
lished as part of plans for Trent Park 
mansion, which has been bought by 
housing developers the Berkeley 
Group, criticised the move. 

He said: “The sale is a clear reflection 
of the council’s cavalier attitude to the 


protection of our borough’s heritage. 
The house at the main historic entrance 
to the park - the grand gated entrance 
through which German PoWs were dri¬ 
ven to the mansion where one of World 
War II’s most intriguing intelligence 
gathering operations took place, should 
have been retained in public ownership 
as it could have served as a valuable 
resource for the park. 

“The sale comes in the midst of con¬ 
structive discussions with Berkeley 
Homes on their redevelopment of the 
listed mansion and I am optimistic of 
progress towards the establishment of 
Trent Park Museum. 

“However, the council’s sale of the 
lodge is a blow. The lodge could have 
featured in a wider historic enhance¬ 
ment of the park, potentially forming an 
outpost or visitors’ centre to the pro¬ 
posed museum or wider park.” 


The council has raised more than 
£1.5million through the sale of the 
Trent Park lodge and of another prop¬ 
erty, which is scheduled for completion 
this week for £820,000, in Whitefields 
Road, Cheshunt, comprising four 
shops, flats above and a former small 
council depot. 

Dino Lemonides, cabinet member for 
finance and efficiency, said “It is good 
news to hear that by selling our 
unwanted and unused assets we have 
raised £1.5m. 

“The rationalisation of our estate is 
vital to generate much-needed funding. 
This is a phenomenal achievement.” 

The council declined to say who had 
bought the properties, but confirmed 
that the lodge was sold as a family 
home and the Whitefields Road shop¬ 
ping parade was being bought by an 
individual, not a corporation. 


Priest jailed for 12 
years for sex abuse 

A CATHOLIC priest who abused 
two boys while serving at a 
monastery in Cockfosters in the 
1990s was jailed for 12 years last 
week after admitting 27 counts of 
sex assaults against children. 

Philip Temple, 66, also admitted 
two counts of perjury when he 
appeared at Woolwich Crown Court 
for sentencing on Wednesday. 

They related to his acquittal in 
1998 when a jury at Harrow Crown 
Court was unable to reach a verdict 
on charges of indecent assault 
against the two boys at Christ the 
King Monastery, in Bramley Road. 
He was cleared following a retrial. 

Temple, of no fixed address, abused 
11 other victims before he was 
ordained when he worked at chil¬ 
dren’s care homes in Wandsworth and 
Lambeth between 1971 and 1977. 

Assault leaves man 
with serious injuries 

A MAN has been remanded in 
custody accused of an assault that 
left a 34-year-old man with 
life-threatening injuries. 

Akos Varga, 48, of Enfield, 
appeared at s Corner magistrates’ 
court on Monday charged with griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

He was arrested on Saturday after a 
man was found unconscious at the 
junction of Green Street and Hert¬ 
ford Road, Enfield Highway. 

The victim is in a critical condition 
in an east London hospital. Varga 
will appear at Wood Green Crown 
Court on September 12.

THERE has been plenty of monkeying around 
since the addition of three marmosets to a 
college’s growing zoo. 

The playful primates have joined the 
menagerie of exotic animals at Capel Manor 
College, in Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield. 

The trio named Rattler, Basset and Red are 
settling into their new home in a purpose-built 
enclosure which forms part of the college’s zoo 
gardens as part of the animal care and 
management courses it runs for students. 

There are now more than 260 animals at the 
college, with the exotic collection including 
bearded dragons from Australia, south American 
maras - related to guinea pigs - and meerkats. 

The marmosets and the other animals are 
used to help students gain experience and learn 
about animal behaviour, managing zoos and 
animal husbandry. 

The marmosets were re-homed by the college, 
having been rescued by Monkey World in Dorset. 

Malcolm Goodwin, deputy principal, said: 
“These new monkeys, as well as other new 
animals that have been arriving at the college are 
all really well looked after by our students and 
play a vital role in the students personal and 
professional development.” 

The animal care and management courses are 
part of the Princess Royal College of Animal 
Management and Saddlery. More than 500 
students were on the course last year and the 
college is expecting the same figure this year. 

Capel Manor is also known for the horticulture 
and landscaping, garden design, floristry and 
arboriculture courses it runs.

IT was thumbs-up from residents for the long 
arm of the law at a fun-filled open day held by 
Enfield Police. 

The free event last Friday at Edmonton police 
station, in Fore Street, was packed with displays 
by officers.

The Edmonton team have taken to Twitter to 
engage more with the public by updating them 
on upcoming events and tweeting about latest 
burglaries in the borough. 

They also tweet about the day-to-day activi¬ 
ties of the force, such as the work of the 
response team. 

PC Nunn said that the numbers of neighbour¬ 
hood officers on the streets had been reduced, 
largely due to budget cuts, but additional sup¬ 
port would be implemented soon. 

“We have our dedicated ward officers who are 
always out on patrol and we’ve just been told 
that there will be an extra officer for each ward, 
which will be really helpful,” she added.

Concern grows I 1 
in search for * ’ 
missing girl, 15 


Missing since July:

THE parents of a missing 15-year-old girl with 
Enfield links, who vanished from her Midlands 
home nearly a month ago, have made an emo¬ 
tional appeal to find her. 

There have been no confirmed sightings of 
Veronica Sbircea since the teenager was 
spotted near the Tesco Extra in High Street, 
Ponders End, on Wednesday, July 27, and at the 
KFC fast food restaurant in Brixton, south Lon¬ 
don, the following day. 

Police believe she may be in Enfield. Her fam¬ 
ily moved from Enfield to Kettering, in 
Northamptonshire, a year ago. 

The former pupil of Kingsmead School, in 
Southbury Road, Enfield, has been missing from 
her home for nearly a month after disappearing 
on July 21. 

Her anxious father Anton made an emotional 
appeal yesterday (Tuesday) for his daughter to get 
in touch. 

He said: “Papu is asking you Veronica to come 
home. No one here is angry or mad for what you 
did. Please come back and don’t be angry with 
your mother Elena who loves you very much, 
with all our love. 

“Your family cares and is waiting for you to 
come back home” he added. 

Northamptonshire police have set up an inci¬ 


dent room and a team of 20 officers in the East 
Midlands and London are working round the 
clock to find Veronica. 

Detective Superintendent Elliott Foskett, who 
is head of crime at Northamptonshire police, 
said: “We strongly believe Veronica is in the 
Enfield or Brixton areas and are appealing for 
people living there to contact us if they know of 
her whereabouts. 

“We are extremely concerned for Veronica’s 
safety as we have had no sightings now of her for 
almost three weeks. 

“We are hoping that someone out there can help 
us to find her.” 

The 5ft tall girl, who is also known as Rachel, 
has long straight black hair and brown eyes. She 
was wearing dark leggings and a black top when 
she was last seen. 

She sometimes approaches people near fast 
restaurants, saying she has lost her phone and 
asking to use theirs. 

Det Supt Foskett added: “If anyone is 
approached in such a fashion by someone resem¬ 
bling Veronica, we would urge them to contact 
out incident room.” 

Northamptonshire police can be contacted 
via 101. 

Police investigating Veronica’s disappearance 
arrested a 19-year-old man from Enfield on Tues¬ 
day last week. He has been released on bail pend¬ 
ing further inquiries.

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Paedophile jailed for 
raping schoolgirl, 12

A PAEDOPHILE has been convicted 
of the rape of a 12-year-old schoolgirl 
in Edmonton just months after he had 
been released from jail for raping a 
nine-year-old. 

Abedelrazek Badran was released in 
2015 after serving a nine-year prison 
sentence for child rape in 2003 and 
was found guilty of the latest attack by 
a jury at Wood Green Crown Court 
last week. 

The jury of six men and six women 
convicted Badran of raping the 12-year- 
old and sexually assaulting her 
after he approached her near Sandhurst 
Road on January 27 claiming to be a 
security guard. 

The girl was shopping in the afternoon 
after school for cake ingredients for a 
school project. 

Badran told her that she fitted the 
description of a shoplifter and he needed 
to search her. 

The court heard that at the time she 
was on the phone to her mother, who 
rushed to the scene but could not find 
her daughter. 

Badran threatened that he had a knife 
and raped the schoolgirl in an alley near 
the shop. 

Just an hour earlier he had told another 
12-year-old girl in Shirley Grove that he 
was a police officer and that he was 
arresting her and grabbed her wrists as he 


tried to take her to a van. She managed 
to escape and the jury was shown CCTV 
of her running in the street, followed by 
a man on a bike the prosecution said 
was Badran. 

He was also convicted of assaulting 
the girl in Shirley Grove by beating, com¬ 
mon assault and three charges of breach¬ 
ing a sexual harm prevention order. 

The 33-year-old, of Hadrian’s Ride, 
Ponders End, will be sentenced on 
September 27. 

The court cleared him last Wednesday 
of the theft of a bank card belonging to 
the girl he raped. 

He was also cleared of four charges 
of sexually assaulting four 11-year-old 
girls in Oakmere Park, Potters Bar, 
on November 9 last year and found 
not guilty of breach of a sexual harm 
prevention order. 

Detective Inspector Mark Rogers, of 
the Metropolitan Police sexual offences 
and child abuse command, said: “Badran 
posed a serious threat to young girls and 
his conviction has made the streets safer.” 

He added: “It is possible that he may 
have approached, and even attacked, 
other children and I would urge them to 
come forward.” 

He said the police took all allegations 
of sexual assault seriously and specialist 
officers were trained to speak to anyone 
who has been the victim of a sexual 
assault. Anyone who has been affected 
should contact police on 101.

‘I’ve chased a rat 
down to the lobby* 

Smelly bins are attracting vermin, say residents

RESIDENTS are kicking up a stink about smelly 
bins at their Enfield homes. 

The offending bins are in the communal area of 
an estate at Guernsey House, in Eastfield Road, 
Enfield Wash. 

Two years ago fed-up residents signed a peti¬ 
tion to have the bins moved and since then 40 
residents living in the block have signed it. 

At the time an Enfield Homes communal ser¬ 
vices manager said he was recommending a solu¬ 
tion to “make accessing the bins much safer” and 
“dealing with the issue of smell from the bins 
permeating into the lobby areas”. 

Resident Erol Ovayolu, who started the peti¬ 
tion, has lived in the block for 12 years and is 
horrified by the conditions. 

He said: “I feel sick every time I walk into the 
building and the lifts stink because the smell 
travels inside and attracts flies.” 

Mr Ovayolu believed the smell could be 
improved if the council “jetwashed” the bins 
inside the bin chamber. 

Enfield Council collects the rubbish weekly. 
However, because the bin chamber is located on 
the ground floor, when the door is opened resi¬ 
dents complain that the smell travels into the 
building and lingers. 

Dali Rodriguez, who lives on the ground floor 
with her 19-year-old son, said they could not 
open the windows because the smell fills 
their flat. 

She spoke about the living conditions that have 
made her want to escape to a friend’s house when 
the weather turns bad. 


She said: “Imagine in the winter when it’s rain¬ 
ing or snowing outside I can’t go to my friend’s 
house and say I’m staying here because my bins 
are full or smelly - you can’t do things like that.” 

There have even been sightings of rats in the 
building, which residents believe are caused by 
the overflowing bins. 

“I’ve literally chased a rat from the seventh 
floor down to the lobby, it was massive,” Mr 
Ovayolu said in disgust. 

He reported the sighting to the council, but said 
it “didn’t do anything about it”. 

“When I put the rubbish out, I saw a rat by the 
bins,” Ms Rodriguez added. 

Mr Ovayolu has visited other blocks of flats in 
the borough to see where their communal bins 
are located in his quest to get them moved from 
inside his block. 

He has discovered that bins at estates in Oak- 
wood and Southgate are located outside in a des¬ 
ignated refuse area. 

A spokesman for the council said: “The major 
works scheme for Eastfield Road did not 
include improvements to the bin area in the 
initial specification. 

“Following discussions with residents, the 
council has agreed to carry out additional 
improvements, which include installing a parti¬ 
tion to the bin room, an extractor fan and renew¬ 
ing the chute hopper. 

“A separate specification has been drawn up 
for the works to the bin room, which will be com¬ 
pleted in this financial year.” 

The council said it would notify residents when 
it was aware of the timescale for the work and 
wished “to apologise to customers for any incon¬ 
venience caused”. 


Sitkin points finger at ‘misleading’ Tories 


A DEAL to secure a key site for 
the massive £3.5billion Meridian 
Water redevelopment scheme in 
Edmonton has been successfully 
clinched by Enfield Council. 

But an accusing finger was 
pointed by the Labour council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration 
at the Conservative opposition 
this week, claiming the Tories 
could have undermined the local 
authority’s bargaining position in 
tough negotiations for the 
Phoenix Wharf site. 

Alan Sitkin claimed that “mis¬ 


leading assertions” made by 
Tory group leader Terry Neville 
and other opposition councillors 
that failure to compulsorily 
purchase the land would lead to 
a bidding war and force the 
council to pay over the odds 
“sent the wrong signals about 
our intentions”. 

“In the end we acquired the 
land at a reasonable price - one 
which will provide Enfield ‘Wrong signals’: Labour’s 
Council with a good profit when Alan Sitkin took a swipe 
the land is redeveloped,” said at Conservative group 
Mr Sitkin. leader Terry Neville

W HILE most of us are 
enjoying this fabulous 
summer heatwave, we at 
Chickenshed are busily preparing 
for our new autumn season. 

Kindertransport is our first 
show and opens on September 
27. This thought-provoking play, 
written by Diane Samuels, tells 
of Eva, who on the brink of 
World War II, is sent to Britain 
for refuge from Nazi Europe 
with little more than a suitcase 
and an identity label - one of 
10,000 children who was 
evacuated in a rescue mission 
called the Kindertransport. 

We are delighted to welcome 
our good friend, supporter and 
ambassador Michelle Collins to 
take the lead role of Eva. For me, 
it is an exciting time as Michelle 
began her career when 
I directed her as an 18-year-old 
straight from college in 
S The Crimson Island.

I OWE Enfield Council some money. 
Not a fortune and I am trying very 
hard to pay it. 

Some of this relates to a parking 
ticket which was not on my car so the 
first I knew was when I received the 
Notice to Owner a month later. 

I emailed back immediately explain¬ 
ing the circumstances, but not disput¬ 
ing the ticket. However, the automated

This has now been dragging on since 
the beginning of July. I’ve emailed, 
tweeted and have been told there is a 


backlog of emails to be dealt with. The 
remaining money is supposedly for 
council tax. On June 28,1 replied to an 
email from Revenues agreeing to them 
using my bank details to set up a direct 
debit. At 6.36pm on Friday evening, I 
received a message to my mobile stat¬ 
ing that my council tax was in arrears. 
This can only be so if the council has 
not set up the direct debit which I 
agreed to. 

Looking at the latest population fig¬ 
ures for Enfield, I believe that if just 
one per cent supposedly owes a similar 
amount to me then the figure comes to 


nearly £1 million. NSL Parking appears 
to have been rewarded for their back¬ 
log with a new contract. When I com¬ 
plained earlier about the way my 
council tax complaint had been han¬ 
dled, even the council leader’s office 
agreed that it was difficult and frus¬ 
trating trying to get through by phone. 

I’m trying to be honest and pay 
what is owed but it seems that Enfield 
Council is happy for me to appear as 
a criminal.

We need to improve 
traffic management 


I REFER to the letter from K Brown 
(“This does have wide support”, 
Advertiser, August 3) in connection 
with the cycle scheme. The writer 
takes me to task by saying that the 
scheme proposed for the A105 does 
have support. 

Yes, of course it does have some sup¬ 
port, but crucially it doesn’t have 
majority support and that was clear 
from the council’s own consultation 
carried out last year which was rein¬ 
forced by the referendum conducted 
under strict rules by Enfield Southgate 
MP David Burrowes. 

This has been augmented by a series 
of public meetings, at none of which 
was there anything like a majority of 
people articulating support for the 
scheme - in fact quite the reverse. 

There is no support within the Con¬ 
servative group for the present scheme 
and the fact remains that Labour has 
no electoral mandate for it. 

Of course Mr Brown is right to talk 
about traffic congestion - we are only 
too aware of it - but what we need in 
this borough is far better traffic 
management. 

To take a very simple example a full 


and properly enforced yellow box 
junction at the entrance to the Enfield 
Town centre junction with The Town, 
Church Street and Southbury Road 
would go a long way to easing the 
movement of traffic in that area. 

That is of course on the doorstep of 
the civic centre, but nobody has yet 
taken the initiative to install it. 

We also have numerous examples of 
unsynchronised traffic light controls 
across the borough, all of which add to 
the problems of congestion. 

All commonsense tells me a scheme 
that forces buses to join a traffic lane 
which will contain all other types of 
vehicles, apart from cycles, with little 
or no facility for overtaking is bound 
to bring more, not less congestion. 

How may I ask is that serving the 
people of Enfield?

□ THREE recent car accidents in 
Palmers Green are the visible tip of a 
far bigger problem: in Enfield, cars 
rule our streets.

Cars can be useful servants, but they 
make terrible masters. “A city can be 
friendly to cars or friendly to people - 
but it can’t be both” (Enrique 
Penalosa, former mayor of Bogota).

We need borough-wide 20mph; allo¬ 
cated road space for all-age cycling; 
narrower carriageways for motor traf¬ 
fic to discourage speeding; better 
pedestrian crossings; rat runs to be 
closed; and so on. 

Only when people are given priority 
over traffic will we be able to start 
enjoying our streets again. The conse¬ 
quence will be fewer people wanting 
or needing to drive shorter journeys. 

Let’s reclaim an Enfield where a 
great-grandmother can cross the 
road unaided, anyone aged from eight 
to 80 feels safe riding a bike and 
children can once again play out on 
their own pavement. 

The reign of the car should be con¬ 
signed the last century.

Arman gets set

A BUDDING actor is heading on an 
odyssey to showcase his one-man show at 
the Edinburgh Fringe Festival.

‘If you mess

Council's warning to fly-tippers

LITTER louts and fly-tippers who 
dispose of their unwanted rubbish 
on Enfield’s streets are being 
warned by the council: “Mess with 
us and face the consequences.” 

The council is getting tough with 
litterbugs and fly-tippers as part of a 
zero tolerance approach. 

Last month the local authority 
issued 729 £80 fixed penalty notices 
for littering as well as a £200 fixed 
penalty notice for fly-tipping. 

And as part of a campaign against 
the rising tide of filth, it has 
launched an out-of-hours hit squad 
of rubbishbusters to patrol the 
streets, identifying and removing 
grot spots and tracking down and 
fining offenders. 

Those who fail to pay the penalty 
notices issued by litter enforcement 
officers and the waste enforcement 
unit risk being taken to court. 

Harsher fines could reach 
£50,000, with some fly-tipping 
offenders receiving a prison sen¬ 
tence, if convicted. 

Domestic waste and unwanted 


household items dumped on the 
street account for a large part of 
the problem. 

In one case, a resident of North 
Road, Lower Edmonton, received a 
fixed penalty notice after dumping 
several bin bags of rubbish, a bro¬ 
ken vacuum cleaner and a mop and 
bucket in the street. 

“We spend £4.5million a year on 
keeping our streets clear and we take 
a zero tolerance position on those 
who think it’s OK to dump their rub¬ 
bish all over them for us to pick up,” 
said Daniel Anderson, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment. 

“This enforcement operation 
shows we are actively targeting 
offenders and tackling this vile anti¬ 
social behaviour.” 

“We’d also urge residents to 
report fly-tipping to us through 
Enfield Connected on our website, 
so we can remove it quickly, and 
provide us with the details of the 
individuals they believe are respon¬ 
sible for fouling our fantastic bor¬ 
ough,” he added.

“I urge the people who live and 
work in this area of the borough 
to look at the plans and tell us 
what they think. 

“We are particularly keen to 
hear from local community 
groups and organisations and 
officers will happily meet with 
any such bodies as requested.” 

The council has also produced 
a summary of the feedback from 
the A1010 South consultation. 

It is also taking more time to 
consider the Enfield Town and 
Southbury Road routes and 
revised plans will be announced 
later in the year.

Look who’s talking... 


AS well as agonising over traditional age-appropri¬ 
ate issues like when a child’s old enough to walk to 
school on their own, many modern parents are 
also debating the hot topic of when to give kids 
their first mobile phone. 

Although new research suggests the average 
age parents believe it’s appropriate to introduce 
children to mobile devices is eight years old, it also 
found that 92 per cent of UK children aged two to 
seven years currently use mobile technology. 

Indeed, the Logitech study found 40 per cent of 
parents believe children should be given access to 
mobile devices before the age of five, with the 
majority (84 per cent) saying mobile devices are 
important to children’s education, and 34 per cent 
stating they ‘prepare children for a digital future’. 

When it comes to buying a child their own 
mobile device, Vicki Shotbolt, chief executive of 
Parent Zone {www.parentzone.org.ul c), which 
helps parents navigate the digital world, says it’s a 
decision for individual parents based on what they 
know about their child, and their own family cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“These children are growing up surrounded by 
technology, so we’d be very strange parents if we 
tried to exclude them from that. 

“Mobiles are how young people communicate, 
homework’s often done online, and parents want 
to stay in touch with them and make sure they’re 
safe and can get in touch if anything happens. 

“A child that doesn’t have access to a mobile 
device is likely to be missing out from their peer 
group because they all have them.” 

Rather than buying very young children their own 
mobile phone or tablet, many parents allow them 
to play with their own devices. 

But Ms Shotbolt says parents don’t have to hand 
over their own devices to keep kids entertained, as 
there are now many internet-enabled devices 
specifically designed for children. 



“That very clear line of when does a child get 
their first mobile phone is going to become a moot 
point because children will have their own devices 
that connect to the internet in all sorts of ways.” 

However, she says it’s “absolutely fine” for a par¬ 
ent to let their child play with their mobile phone, if 
it’s been set up with a profile for the child, security 
settings, appropriate filters etc. 

However, she admits that getting parents to set 
phones up correctly for their children to use is a 
much bigger challenge. 

“Especially when children are very little, parents 
forget they’re incredibly adept at finding their way 
around technology. Even little fingers can wander.” 

Ofcom says 31 per cent of parents of children 
whose phone can be used to go online have put fil¬ 
ters in place. Generally, parental controls can be 
found in the device settings menu, and Ms Shot- 
bolt says service providers are very good at pro¬ 
viding information about the controls. 

Ms Shotbolt says it’s also important to set 
boundaries about mobile use and talk to children 
about what they do online. 

“Just like you wouldn’t let your five-year-old out 
of the door without asking where they were going, 
you have to apply the same logic with a phone. 
You know who their real-life friends are, and you 
should know who their online friends are too.”

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Beating boredom at a stroke 


CHILDREN all over the world have been 
watching their sporting heroes during the 
forthcoming Olympics and dreaming of 
following in their impressive footsteps. 

And while that might mean they show 
an interest in an Olympic sport, once the 
Rio Games close on Sunday, those 
dreams of sporting super-stardom are 
likely to quickly evaporate, along with their 
interest in the sports. 

But now Olympic and Paralympic swim¬ 
ming stars Rebecca Adlington and Ellie 
Simmonds are trying to prevent that fickle 
approach to the Olympic legacy, by 
encouraging children to take up sport 
now, and stick with it - just like they did. 

Double Olympic gold medallist 
Rebecca, 27, is supporting the new Just 
Keep Moving campaign from Disney, 
Change4Life and the Amateur Swimming 
Association (ASA), involving Finding Dory- 
themed family swim sessions at pools 
across the UK as well as 10 Minute Shake 
Up activities, in a bid to make exercise fun 
and help children get the hour of daily 
physical activity they need. 

She says that while all children should

learn to swim for safety reasons, once 
they’ve learned, it’s a healthy and fun 
lifestyle choice. 

The former swimmer, who’s been taking 
her one-year-old daughter Summer to the 
pool since she was three weeks old, says: 
“If you swim much as a child, you’re more 
likely to do it in adult life, which is impor¬ 
tant for health. It’s also great for having 
fun, no matter what age you are. 

“Anyone can swim - it’s great exercise, 
it’s great for fitness and you can do it all 
year round all over the world. It’s brilliant.” 

Rebecca stresses that taking children to 
swim sessions isn’t about creating cham¬ 
pions, explaining: “It’s not about being an 
Olympian, it’s about having fun, being 
confident, doing something different, 
being active and having that healthy 
lifestyle, especially for the six-week holi¬ 
day, when kids get a bit bored and parents 
struggle to know what to do with them.” 

Rebecca retired from competitive swim¬ 
ming in 2013, after competing at two 
Olympics. But she says that when she 
watches the swimming events in Rio she 
won’t be jealous of the swimmers. 

“I’m very proud to have competed in 
two Olympics,” she says, “and also proud 
of the athletes now who’ve worked very 
hard to get there.They deserve the suc¬ 
cess they get.” 

She says the Olympics gives a very 
public platform to a variety of sports, 
many of them minor. 

“What the Olympics have done really 
well is introduce new sports and swim¬ 
ming, as well as other minor sports. 

“It’s great that it gives people a push 
and the encouragement to say ‘I want to 


do that too’.” 

Quadruple Paralympic gold medal 
swimmer Ellie is an ambassador for Sains- 
bury’s Active Kids, raising awareness of 
inclusive sport through the Paralympic 
Challenge, a partnership between Sains- 
bury’s, the Youth Sport Trust and Para- 
lympicsGB to inspire schools and young 
people to learn more about Paralympic 
sports and try them. 

“I believe children should be encour¬ 
aged to try as many sports and activities 
as possible - I know I was as a child,” 
says Ellie. 

If children are more interested in a par¬ 
ticular sport after watching the Olympics, 
parents should let them try it, she urges. 

“As interest generally gets less after the 
Games, there’s a chance they’ll have 
found something they really enjoy and will 
want to continue with post-Games,” she 
says. 

Ellie stresses that parents shouldn’t 
push their children into a sport, just 
encourage them as her parents encour¬ 
aged her. 

“I’ve only ever been encouraged to do 
my best and enjoy myself - winning has 
been a bonus.” 

The swimmer, 22, will be competing in 
her third Paralympics in Rio, after winning 
gold medals at the last two Olympics, and 
setting two world records at the London 
Games.

Jazz maestro’s set to 
blow the house down

CONVERTING folk who blow hot and cold 
about jazz into fans of the music is British 
jazz legend Courtney Pine’s mission. 

And the celebrated artist, who performs 
for two nights at the Bernie Grant Arts Cen¬ 
tre, in Town Hall Approach Road, Totten¬ 
ham, on Friday and Saturday, has hit on 
the magic formula with his latest project 
SONG (The Ballad Book). 

It’s a recital of covers of timeless ballads 
interpreted by Pine (primarily known as a 
saxophonist, but this time playing the bass 
clarinet) and accompanied by award-win¬ 
ning pianist Zoe Rahman. 


It’s a mesmerising mix of covers of 10 
classic and contemporary ballads 
featured on his latest studio album of the 
same name. 

Modern slow-burners like Chaka Khan’s 
Through the Fire, Donny Hathaway’s 
Someday We’ll All Be Free and Brian 
McKnight’s chart-topping One Last Cry are 
re-imagined inventively, with dazzling virtu¬ 
oso improvisations of Duke Ellington’s 
Come Sunday, A Nightingale Sang in 
Berkley Square and Amazing Grace, 
among others. 

Multi-talented musician Pine, 52, 
describes the bass clarinet as a “beast” to 
play well, but it’s that challenge and the 
scope the genre provides him for creativ¬ 


ity and personal fulfilment that keeps him, 
he says, “from getting bored and doing 
something else”. 

“I’m still as passionate about jazz 
as when I started out three decades ago,” 
he explains, 

“I had to choose a repertoire of songs 
to appeal to the range of generations I 
get at my concerts - from 10 years old 
to grannies. 

“That’s three generations....think about 
it - that’s like trying to satisfy the musical 
tastes both of fans of Dizzy Rascal and 
fans of Max Bygraves. 

Pine promises the concerts will provide 
music “that will move you” and “bring the 
jazz vibe” to a wider audience.

Brent crosses the line again 

Lavichem, peddling sanitary products with 
gusto and irritating his work colleagues 
including office bully Jezza (Andrew 
Brooke) and HR manager Miriam 
(Rebecca Gethings). 

Brent does have a few supporters, includ¬ 
ing Pauline from accounts (Jo Hartley), who 
has a crush on him, and receptionist Karen 
(Mandeep Dhillon) - and he takes unpaid 
leave from his unedifying day-to-day grind 
to pursue his dream of music stardom as 
lead singer of his unsigned band. 

“The ghost of Alexander O’Neal visited 
me one night and said, ‘You have got what 
it takes’,” explains Brent, who plunders his 
savings to hire a despairing road manager 
(Tom Basden) and a quartet of talented 
session musicians, including his nephew 
Stu (Stuart Wilkinson) on guitar. 

A rapper called Dorn Johnson (Ben Bai¬ 
ley Smith aka Doc Brown) joins Foregone 
Conclusion to bolster the band’s yoof 
appeal as the mutinous and motley crew 
embarks on a tour of venues close to the 
Lavichem office. 

David Brent: Life On The Road is 
peppered with uproarious one-liners and 
moments of skin-crawling brilliance 
that confirm Gervais as a master of 
unflattering observation. 

Music performances include the 
stand-out track Native American and a 
reprise of the 2013 Comic Relief song, 
Equality Street. 

The mockumentary conceit isn’t consis¬ 
tent and the sentimentality of the band’s 
final performance feels contrived, but it’s 
nice to have some sweetness to cut 
through the film’s acidic brand of humour.

O UR pleasure is Ricky Gervais’ self- 
inflicted pain in David Brent: Life 
On The Road, a toe-curling faux 
documentary comedy that catches up 
with the politically incorrect title character 
as he embarks on a quest for musical nir¬ 
vana with his band, Foregone Conclusion. 

Life and art are blurred in Gervais’ script, 
which plays like a cover version of his 
award-winning TV series The Office, 
replete with a wince-inducing scene of 
dad dancing that is supposed to attract 
the fairer sex. 

“I’m no lothario, but he is the worst per¬ 
son around women I have ever seen,” 
confesses a pitying band mate. 

Without The Office co-writer Stephen

FLAT OWNERS 
BEWARE 



This week my sales team have told me that as a Chartered Surveyor I should be advising flat 
owners to look closely at their lease lengths before putting their properties on the market. Now, 
as the majority of leases in Enfield will have more than 60 years to run, you might think that 
only the very young or the incredibly fit will need to worry about such things. However, for 
various reasons, buyers’ views have hardened in recent years, such that the value of a 
leasehold flat will start to fall in relative terms quite early on in the life of the typical 99 year 
lease. Indeed, below a certain point it can be difficult to attract a buyer. At what stage that 
happens will vary from flat to flat, although generally we would advise leaseholders to check 
they have at least 80 years remaining if they wish to avoid problems. The 80-year mark is 
important; at that point the statutory valuation rules for lease extensions change. And they do 
so to the freeholder’s advantage. 

For a flat owner the statutory process for obtaining a lease extension can be bewildering. 
There are rules of both procedure and valuation to follow. I would always advise that the first 
port of call should be a local Chartered Surveyor who is experienced in the valuation aspects of 
the job and, equally importantly, is aware of the subtleties involved in obtaining an extension 
speedily and at a sensible cost. In practice many lease extensions are agreed without recourse 
to the formal procedures of the Leasehold Reform Act, and legal advisers do not need to 
become involved until the vital elements of the new lease have been agreed in principle. 

The first tip I would offer to a flat owner who wishes to move and requires a lease extension is 
this: by all means ask your freeholder about the likely cost of extending your lease, but do not 
disclose that you are thinking of selling your flat! If you want to know why this should be, or 
wish to discuss any other aspects of lease extensions, please contact me at Barnfields.

GOALSCORER Erik Lamela hailed 
his teammates after Spurs came 
from behind to bag a point in their 
Premier League opener at Goodison

Olympic sprint 
duo bow out 
in semi-finals 

ENFIELD and Haringey Athletic Club 
sprinters CJ Ujah and Desiree Henry both 
bowed out in their lOOmetres semi-finals at 
the Olympic Games in Rio de Janeiro. 

“I was out by a thousandth [of a second], 
but ran my best race of the season so 
far,” said Ujah after finishing fourth in 
lO.Olseconds. 

“I always dip, but I didn’t really this time 
when it mattered. I’m disappointed, but I’m 
going to take all of this and build on it. 

“I just wanted to step up and make the 
final, but unfortunately I was just a bit short.” 

The 22-year-old, who is a member of the 
sprint relay squad, had clocked 10.13secs to 
take second place in his heat and qualify for 
the semi-finals, ranking equal eighth overall. 

“It’s not a fast track, but at these Olympics 
it can’t be about times,” he added. 

Henry, 20, who won her heat in 11.08secs, 
also finished fourth in her semi-final in 
11.09secs and was ranked 12th overall. 

“It wasn’t the Olympic ending I was hoping 
for in terms of trying to make the final,” she 
said, “but I’m proud of myself for believing 
that I could run up against these girls and 
really trying to make it to the final. 

“It wasn’t the time I was wanting in terms 
of the British record, but I’m still ready to 
role. I might not have a final, but I’ve still got 
a role and responsibility in terms of the rest 
of the girls in the relay. 

“So I’m just going to recuperate, stay fit 
and healthy and know that the British girls 
are ready for the relay.”
